Lawton  Chiles,  D-Fla.,  chairman  of  the  Senate 
Budget  Committee,  responded  to  Domenici’s  offer  with  a 
revised  version  of  a  plan  he  offered  earlier,  lawmakers 
said. 

Democratic  negotiators  were  still  pushing  for  more  re¬ 
straint  on  military  spending  and  more  taxes,  instead  of  the 
deeper  domestic  cuts  in  the  GOP  proposals,  said  sources 
familiar  with  the  talks. 

The  immediate  goal  of  the  talks  is  reduce  the  fiscal  1988 
deficit  by  at  least  $23  billion,  the  minimum  required  under 
the  Gramm-Rudman  budget-balancing  law. 

Automatic  cuts 

That  law  will  make  those  cuts  automatically,  half  from 
the  military  and  half  from  domestic  programs,  unless 
alternative  ways  to  reduce  the  deficit  are  enacted  by  Nov. 
20. 

Wright  told  reporters  Thursday  he  didn’t  feel 
Democrats  could  count  on  success  in  the  talks  because  the 
White  House  was  still  not  moving  enough  toward  compro¬ 
mise.  “I  don’t  feel  very  hopeful  about  them,”  Wright  said. 

The  speaker  reasserted  his  intention  that  Congress 
move  ahead  with  legislation  of  its  own  even  while  the  talks 
continue.

Members  of  the  coalition  and  other 
support  groups  also  made  statements 
at  the  conference  before  presenting 
the  state  with  a  plaque  in  commemo¬ 
ration  of  the  event.

“When  I  was  12, 1  had  to  sneak  out 
of  the  country  because  (the  commu¬ 
nist  government)  was  drafting  all  the 
12-year-old  kids  into  the  army,”  said 
Lee  Tran,  a  Vietnam  refugee  and 
member  of  the  American  Freedom 
Coalition  of  Utah. 

Alexandria  Graybeal,  a  former  So¬ 
viet  Union  citizen,  said  for  18  years 
she  experienced  starvation  and  other 
hardships.  She  fled  the  Soviet  Union 
more  than  30  years  ago  and  recently 
returned  for  a  visit.  When  she  arrived 
at  the  Moscow  airport,  a  guard 
pointed  at  her  luggage  and  said,  “If  I 
find  a  Bible  here,  you’ll  never  see 
your  family  again.” 

Graybeal  said  the  guard’s  comment 
brought  back  “all  the  bad  memories.” 
She  said  during  her  two  week  vaca¬ 
tion  with  her  family,  they  all  spoke  in 
whispers  because  they  were  “afraid  of 
speaking  freely.” 

Jerry  Godwin,  a  student  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Utah  and  president  of  the 
school’s  College  Republicans,  said 
during  the  time  his  family  lived  in 
Central  America  (while  his  father 
worked  in  the  State  Department),  he 
saw  “documented  proof  that  commu¬ 
nists  are  training,  aiding  and  supply¬ 
ing  insurgents  in  Nicaragua.”

Cease-fire  negotiations 


Ortega  wants  peace 


MANAGUA,  Nicaragua  (AP)  — 
President  Daniel  Ortega  said  Thurs¬ 
day  evening  his  government  was  try¬ 
ing  to  arrange  a  cease-fire  with  Con¬ 
tra  rebels  through  an  intermediary, 
but  that  other  steps  toward  peace  de¬ 
pend  on  “an  end  to  aggression  against 
Nicaragua.” 

Ortega,  addressing  thousands  of 
cheering  supporters  on  the  day  a  Cen¬ 
tral  American  peace  plan  was  to  take 
effect,  called  on  the  Contras  fighting 
his  leftist  Sandinista  government  to 
take  advantage  of  an  amnesty  offer 
before  Friday’s  expiration  of  a  one- 
month,  limited  unilateral  cease-fire. 

“After  Nov.  7  we  are  going  tooth- 
and-nail  after  those  Contras,  if  they 
don’t  seek  amnesty,”  Ortega  told  the 
crowd  packed  into  a  downtown  plaza. 
Around  Managua,  banners  of  red  and 
black,  the  colors  of  the  ruling  Sandin¬ 
ista  National  Liberation  Front,  and 
the  blue  and  white  Nicaraguan  flag 
were  strung  across  wide  avenues. 

The  Sandinistas  refuse  to  negotiate 
directly  or  indirectly  with  the  Con¬ 
tras  on  a  cease-fire,  one  of  the  re¬ 
quirements  in  the  peace  plan  signed 
Aug.  7  by  the  presidents  of  Costa 


Rica,  El  Salvador,  Honduras, 
Guatemala  and  Nicaragua.  The  San¬ 
dinistas  argue  that  any  cease-fire 
should  be  negotiated  with  the  United 
States  on  grounds  the  Reagan  admin¬ 
istration  controls  the  rebels. 

Ortega  gave  no  details  of  the  medi¬ 
ation,  but  he  said  it  was  undertaken 
“to  strip  all  pretext  from  our  enemies 
and  unmask  those  who  say  they  are 
for  peace  and  don’t  really  want  it.” 

The  Reagan  administration,  which 
is  seeking  new  financing  for  the  Con¬ 
tras,  has  said  they  must  be  included  in 
any  negotiations  to  end  the  war. 

Ortega  also  announced  he  had 
asked  the  National  Assembly  to  ap¬ 
prove  pardons  for  981  prisoners,  who 
would  be  released  upon  the  legisla¬ 
ture’s  approval. 

He  did  not  identify  the  prisoners 
but  made  clear  they  do  not  include 
jailed  former  National  Guardsmen 
who  served  under  the  late  dictator 
Anastasio  Somoza,  whom  the  Sandin¬ 
istas  ousted  in  1979. 

Ortega  also  submitted  to  the  legis¬ 
lature  conditional  proposals  to  lift  a 
state  of  emergency,  in  effect  almost 
continuously  since  1982.

They’re  here. 

The  new  BYU  women’s  swimming  suits  arrived  this  week.  According  to 
Women’s  Issue  employee  Kristy  Lloyd,  600  navy  blue  suits  became  available 
to  Richards  Building  patrons  for  the  first  time  Wednesday. 

Somewhat  resembling  a  Speedo  swimming  suit  design,  the  lycra  suit  has 
criss-cross  straps  in  the  back  and  a  built-in  upper  lining.  “BYU  Issue”  is 
monogrammed  in  white  on  the  front. 

The  neckline  is  slightly  lower  than  the  older  model  suit  and  the  old  “mini¬ 
skirt”  effect,  which  generated  many  complaints,  has  been  eliminated,  said 
Lloyd.  Response  to  the  new  suits  has  been  mixed,  but  students  generally  like 
them. 

“They  like  the  material,  but  they  don’t  like  the  straps  that  cross  in  the  back,” 
she  said.  “They  like  the  tank  top  kind  on  the  old  suits  better.” 

Outdated  fabric  was  one  reason  for  getting  new  suits,  said  Bruce  Holly, 
chairman  of  Physical  Education  Services.  The  fabric  lost  its  elasticity  as  it 
aged,  he  said,  requiring  a  great  amount  of  effort  to  pull  on  the  suits. 

Another  reason  was  outdated  design.  “The  students  wanted  a  suit  with 
more  modern  lines,”  said  Holly. 

“We  looked  at  all  of  those  factors  and  decided  that  we  could  come  up  with 
something  cost-effective  and  still  serve  the  needs  of  the  students,”  he  said. 

According  to  Holly,  the  Clothing  and  Textiles  Department  has  been  testing 
fabrics  and  designs  tor  over  a  year. 

Robin  Monson,  a  sophomore  from  Las  Vegas,  Nev.,  majoring  in  business 
finance,  was  interviewed  dripping  wet  in  one  of  the  new  suits. 

“They’re  really  great!”  she  said.  “I  like  the  lycra  better  than  the  old  nylon. 
One  thing  thougn,  she  said,  “when  you  dive  in,  the  sides  kind  of  sag  down.  I 
like  them  though  —  anything’s  an  improvement.  ” 

Gradually  the  new  suits  will  replace  BYU’s  supply  of  old  black  double-knit 
suits,  said  Norma  Brady,  supervisor  of  Women’s  Issue. 

Students  hopeful  of  purchasing  the  older  model  suits  may  be  disappointed  to 
find  that  they’re,not  for  sale.

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Weinberger  retires;  Carlucci  succeeds 


Financial  assets  grow 

While  the  number  of  institutions  decline

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President  Reagan  hailed  retiring  Defense  Secre¬ 
tary  Caspar  W.  Weinberger,  the  driving  force  behind  a  big  military  buildup,  as 
a  friend  who  “never  let  me  down”  and  named  national  security  adviser  Frank 
Carlucci  on  Thursday  to  succeed  him. 

Completing  a  major  turnover  in  the  national  security  leadership,  Reagan 
also  promoted  Army  Lt.  Gen.  Colin  Powell,  the  No.  2  man  on  the  National 
Security  Council  staff,  to  succeed  Carlucci.  Powell  had  been  handpicked  by 
Carlucci  as  his  second  in  command  last  January  to  help  rebuild  the  NSC  after 
its  reputation  was  tarnished  by  the  Iran-Contra  affair.  Powell  is  the  highest- 
ranking  black  person  on  the  White  House  staff. 

After  keeping  Weinberger’s  planned  resignation  secret  for  several  weeks, 
the  president  announced  the  changes  at  a  Rose  Garden  ceremony  attended  by 
Pentagon  officials,  members  of  the  NSC  staff,  the  Cabinet  and  Congress. 
News  of  the  turnover  leaked  out  Monday  night  but  had  not  been  officially 
confirmed. 

“We  are  here  today  to  wish  Godspeed  to  an  old  friend,  the  finest  secretary  of 
defense  in  the  history  of  our  nation,”  Reagan  said. 

A  seven-year  veteran  of  Reagan’s  Cabinet  and  a  friend  of  two  decades,  the 
70-year-old  Weinberger  resigned  because  of  concern  for  the  health  of  his  wife, 
Jane.  He  said  there  is  no  sign  of  recurrence  of  the  cancer  she  suffered  but  that 
she  was  ailing  from  two  or  three  broken  vertebrae  in  her  back. 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The  number  of  financial 
institutions  doing  business  in  Utah  has  dropped  in  the  past 
fiscal  year,  but  their  assets  have  grown  by  nearly  $1 
billion,  says  the  state’s  chief  financial  regulator. 

Financial  Institutions  Commissioner  George  Sutton 
said  232  banks,  savings  and  loans,  credit  unions  and  indus¬ 
trial  thrifts  operated  in  Utah  during  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1987,  down  from  270  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

He  said  most  of  that  loss  stems  from  mergers  and  fail¬ 
ures  involving  many  of  those  institutions. 

But  while  the  number  of  financial  firms  in  Utah  dipped 
during  the  period,  their  assets  grew  5  percent,  from 
$18.07  billion  to  $19.03  billion. 

The  information  was  contained  in  a  recent  report  by 
Sutton,  who  took  over  as  commissioner  last  April  replac¬ 
ing  former  commissioner  Elaine  B.  Weis. 

While  acknowledging  that  recent  years  in  Utah  and 
around  the  country  have  been  financially  tumultuous,  Sut¬ 


ton  says  stability  is  on  the  horizon.  “In  Utah,  at  least,  the 
economic  problems  affecting  Utah’s  banks  and  savings 
and  loans  appear  to  have  bottomed  out  and  we  now  see  a 
recovery  beginning  with  a  corresponding  reduction  in 
institutional  failures,”  he  wrote. 

Sutton  said  that  during  the  1986-87  fiscal  year: 

—  Two  banks,  Bank  of  Iron  County  and  Heritage  Bank 
&  Trust,  and  one  savings  and  loan,  Summit  Savings  and 
Loan,  were  closed.  But  deposits  were  assumed  by  other 
institutions. 

—  Seven  thrift  and  loans  failed.  While  one  thrift  was 
taken  over  by  a  credit  union  and  another  is  working  to¬ 
ward  obtaining  federal  insurance,  the  five  remaining 
thrifts  are  undej  court-ordered  liquidation. 

—  Another  thrift,  Foothill  Financial,  was  forced  to 
close  in  the  midst  of  a  run  by  depositors. 

The  thrift’s  deposits  were  assumed  by  Zions  First  Na¬ 
tional  Bank. 


Utah  leads  in 

Iranian  leader  sees  'no  hope'  for  truce  Ritalin  USe

MANAMA,  Bahrain  (AP)  —  Iran  and  Iraq  sent  their  warplanes  to  raid  each 
other’s  territory  Thursday,  and  an  Iranian  leader  said  he  sees  “no  hope”  that 
the  United  Nations  can  achieve  a  truce  in  the  7-year-old  war. 

At  the  Pentagon,  the  Defense  Department  announced  that  two  reflagged 
tankers  arrived  in  Kuwaiti  waters,  after  a  trip  through  the  Persian  Gulf  with 
U.S.  warships.  Newly  arrived  American  mine  sweepers  conducted  exercises 
to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  gulf  area,  and  four  British  mine-hunting 
vessels  steamed  to  the  central  gulf  to  begin  operations  off  Bahrain. 

War  communiques  issued  in  Baghdad  said  Iraqi  planes  attacked  the  Al-Ah- 
waz  oil  field  in  western  Iran  on  Thursday  with  “devastating”  results. 

Tehran  radio  said  Iranian  fighter-bombers  inflicted  heavy  casualties  in  raids 
on  “military  concentrations”  in  Sharhani  and  Zobeidat,  southeast  Iraq. 

It  described  the  raids  as  reprisals  for  Iraqi  air  attacks  Wednesday  on 
non-military  targets  in  which  civilians  were  wounded.  Iraq  denied  bombing 
civilian  areas. 


Outlawed  leader  released  from  prison 


PORT  ELIZABETH,  South  Africa  (AP)  —  Govan  Mbeki,  a  77-year-old 
leader  of  the  outlawed  African  National  Congress,  was  freed  Thursday  after 
23  years  in  prison  and  said  he  still  embraces  the  ideas  for  which  he  was  jailed. 

The  government  also  released  six  other  men  —  four  black  and  two  white  — 
who  were  jailed  for  politically  related  crimes,  and  banned  Mbeki  from  being 
quoted  by  South  African  media  after  Thursday. 

Mbeki’s  release,  first  hinted  in  August,  heightened  speculation  that  other 
prominent  black  prisoners  such  as  Nelson  Mandela  may  soon  be  released. 
Mandela  and  Mbeki  were  among  eight  senior  ANC  members  jailed  for  life 
following  1964  convictions  on  charges  of  sabotage.  Many  black  South  Africans 
regard  the  men,  particularly  Mandela,  as  their  political  leaders. 

“I  was  informed  I  was  being  released  unconditionally,”  Mbeki,  the  former 
ANC  national  chairman,  told  reporters  in  Port  Elizabeth,  where  he  was  flown 
after  his  release  from  Robben  Island  prison  near  Cape  Town.  “The  ideas  for 
which  I  went  to  jail  and  for  which  the  ANC  stands,  I  still  embrace,”  said  the 
gray-haired  intellectual.  He  said  he  still  considered  himself  a  member  of  the 
ANC.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The 
federal  Drug  Enforcement  Adminis¬ 
tration  says  Utah  leads  the  country  in 
the  use  of  Ritalin,  a  drug  commonly 
used  to  treat  hyperactivity  in  chil¬ 
dren. 

But  psychiatrists  here  say  Ritalin 
use  is  higher  in  Utah  not  because  the 
drug  is  being  abused,  but  rather  be¬ 
cause  the  state  has  more  school-age 
children  per  capita  than  other  states. 

Dr.  Paul  H.  Wender,  professor  of 
psychiatry  and  director  of  psychiatric 
research  at  the  University  of  Utah 
Medical  Center,  said  from  3  percent 
to  10  percent  of  school-age  children 
suffer  from  hyperactivity,  which  is 
believed  to  be  a  genetic  disorder  pro¬ 
duced  by  a  chemical  dysfunction  in 
the  brain. 

Wender  said  children  who  suffer 
from  the  disorder  typically  lack  the 
ability  to  focus  their  attention  on 
things  that  don’t  interest  them,  and 
despite  normal  intelligence,  they  may 
do  poorly  academically. 

Hyperactive  children  also  are  im¬ 
pulsive,  having  an  accident  rate  five 
times  higher  than  normal  children. 

Ritalin,  a  stimulant,  is  demon¬ 
strated  to  be  effective  in  60  percent  to| 
80  percent  of  hyperactive  children. 
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NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  A  brain-dead  6-year-old  girl  who  was  kept  alive  by 
respirator  after  an  alleged  beating  by  her  “family-oriented”  adoptive  father 
died  Thursday.  Authorities  said  both  her  parents  would  be  charged  with 
murder. 

Elizabeth  Steinberg,  comatose  and  bleeding  internally  since  police  found 
her  Monday  in  a  filthy  Greenwich  Village  apartment,  died  at  8:55  a.m.  in  St. 
Vincent’s  Hospital,  said  Ellen  Borakove  of  the  city  medical  examiner’s  office. 

An  immediate  autopsy  was  planned,  she  said. 

After  two  brain  scans  produced  no  results  on  Wednesday,  the  first-grader 
had  been  declared  brain  dead.  Life  support  systems  were  disconnected  Thurs¬ 
day,  said  hospital  spokeswoman  Barbara  Franzese. 

Some  figures  from  the  city’s  Human  Resources  Administration  indicate 
child  abuse  in  New  York  has  been  steadily  on  the  rise  since  1981,  with 
complaints  of  abuse  or  neglect  involving  a  record  67,750  children  were  re¬ 
ceived  last  year.

Under  the  ruling,  Brian  will  continue  to  live  in  Palm  Springs  with  Craig 
Corbett,  who  sought  custody  after  Brian’s  father,  Frank,  died  of  an  AIDS-re¬ 
lated  illness  in  June. 

Frank  and  Betty  Lou  Batey  had  fought  a  bitter  and  protracted  battle  over 
Brian,  with  Mrs.  Batey  at  one  point  snatching  the  boy,  then  age  11,  and  going 
into  hiding  for  more  than  1  lk  years. 

“I’m  glad  it’s  over,”  Corbett  said  Thursday. 

Asked  how  he  and  Brian  could  put  the  dispute  behind  them,  he  replied:  “You 
don’t.  It’s  been  a  part  of  our  life  for  five  years,  and  it  won’t  stop.” 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The 
ranks  of  Utah’s  unemployed  shrank  to 
5.9  percent  in  October,  down  two- 
tenths  of  a  percentage  point  from 
September  and  a  full  percentage 
point  from  March’s  6.9  peak,  Job  Ser¬ 
vice  officials  said  Thursday. 

The  report  brought  an  upbeat  ap¬ 
praisal  from  Gov.  Norm  Bangerter, 
who  said  the  decline  in  joblessness  “is 
a  significant  improvement  and  is  one 
more  sign  that  our  economy  has  bot¬ 
tomed  out  and  is  beginning  to  im¬ 
prove.” 

“Utah’s  economy  is  moving  for¬ 
ward.  I  am  optimistic  that,  barring  a 
national  economic  downturn,  we’ll 
continue  to  see  a  growing  economy  in 
the  months  ahead,”  the  governor 
said. 

The  5.9  percent  unemployment 
rate,  the  lowest  since  October  1986, 
represented  a  drop  of  10,000  from  job¬ 
less  rolls. 


Drug  charge  given 
to  79-year-old  lady 


CLE  VE  LAND  ( AP)  —  While  lean¬ 
ing  on  a  walker,  a  79-year-old  woman 
who  sold  LSD  was  sentenced  to  90 
days  in  jail  by  a  judge  who  told  her 
that  dealing  drugs  to  children  was  se¬ 
rious  “no  matter  what  her  age.” 

Dorothy  V.  Curtis  was  also  ordered 
by  Cuyahoga  County  Common  Pleas 
Judge  Paul  R.  Matia  to  pay  a  manda¬ 
tory  $2,500  fine,  court  costs  and  resti¬ 
tution  to  police  for  an  undercover 
drug  buy. 

Mrs.  Curtis  was  charged  with  sell¬ 
ing  30  doses  of  LSD  to  an  undercover 
agent,  a  felony  that  carries  a  mini¬ 
mum  five-year  sentence.  She  pleaded 
guilty  Oct.  5  to  a  reduced  charge  of 
selling  less  than  10  doses,  which  car¬ 
ries  a  maximum  sentence  of  two 
years. 

“I’m  sorry,  your  honor,  that  I 
caused  so  much  trouble,”  Mrs.  Curtis 
told  Matia.  “I  just  delivered  some¬ 
thing  for  someone  who  asked  me. ...

a  'yuppie' success

YAKIMA,  Wash.  (AP)  —  In  the 
booming  business  of  equipping  the 
Baby  Boomers,  a  company  that 
makes  baby  strollers  for  joggers  is  a 
runaway  success. 

The  children  of  Prince  Charles  and 
Princess  Diana,  Billy  Joel  and 
Christie  Brinkley,  and  Sports  Illus¬ 
trated  swimsuit  covergirl  Kim  Alexis 
all  have  one  of  Phil  Baechler’s  Baby 
Jogger  strollers. 

Baechler,  a  39-year-old  former 
newspaperman,  invented  the 
lightweight,  three-wheeled  stroller 
five  years  ago  because  the  avid  run¬ 
ner  hated  to  leave  his  son  Travis  at 
home  during  workouts. 

The  solution  was  to  take  him  along 
in  the  aluminum-framed  cart  fitted 
with  nylon  seats  and  20-inch  bicycle 
wheels. 

“Our  customers  are  affluent,  the 
prototype  yuppies,”  said  Mary 
Baechler,  31,  the  inventor’s  wife  and 
president  of  Racing  Strollers  Inc. 

The  strollers  allow  customers  to 
combine  the  yuppie  passions  for  fit¬ 
ness  and  family,  she  said. 

“You  have  couples  that  ran  before 
and  then  kids  came  along  and  that  put 
a  damper  on  exercise,”  she  said. 

The  strollers  are  handmade  at  a 


modest  garage-turned-shop.  Despite 
a  price  of  $240  per  stroller,  or  $320  for 
one  that  holds  twins,  sales  for  the 
once-struggling  company  are  dou¬ 
bling  each  year,  she  said. 

The  strollers  are  only  available 
through  mail  order  advertisements  in 
running  magazines,  and  at  a  few  spe¬ 
cialized  sporting  goods  stores,  Baech¬ 
ler  said. 

Even  so,  the  12-employee  company 
is  hard-pressed  to  meet  demand. 

After  selling  just  113  strollers  in 
1984,  sales  will  top  2,700,  with  gross 
revenues  of  $500,000,  this  year,  he 
said. 

Baechler  built  himself  the  first 
Baby  Jogger  in  1983,  attaching  bicy¬ 
cle  wheels  to  the  frame  of  a  conven¬ 
tional  stroller.  After  using  it  during  a 
10-kilometer  race  in  Yakima,  people 
approached  him  about  buying  one, 
and  the  company  was  born. 
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Nina  Warren  and  Martha  West  perform  as  Madame  Butterfly  and 
Suzuki,  respectively,  in  the  Music  Department's  annual  opera. 


For  those  people  who  typically 
don’t  like  opera,  BYU’s  production  of 
“Madame  Butterfly”  was  not  a  typical 
performance.

Soon  after,  Lt.  Pinkerton  leaves 
while  Cio  Cio  San,  or  “Butterfly,”  is 
left  waiting  for  his  return. 

After  more  than  three  years  and 
the  birth  of  their  son,  Sorrow,  Cio  Cio 
San  never  loses  hope.  It  is  only  when 
Pinkerton  returns  with  his  American 
wife  that  Butterfly’s  dreams  are  shat¬ 
tered  and  she  commits  suicide,  follow¬ 
ing  in  the  footsteps  of  her  father. 

Nina  Warren,  cast  as  Cio  Cio  San, 
was  superb.  Her  acting  was  believ¬ 
able  and  her  volume  control  was  in¬ 
credible.  At  times  she  overpowered 
everyone  else  on  stage. 


Michael  Belnap,  as  Pinkerton  was 
equally  impressive.  Although  he  was 
on  the  stage  just  half  as  long  as  War¬ 
ren,  Belnap’s  performance  enhanced 
and  complemented  Warren’s. 

It  was  easy  to  get  caught  up  in  the 
emotion  of  the  story. 

The  supporting  cast  did  just  that  — 
support.  They  blended  vocally  and 
highlighted  the  stage  in  authentic 
Japanese  costumes,  made  available 
by  the  Eugene  Opera  Association. 

Rory  Scanlon’s  set  design  was  au¬ 
thentic  as  it  followed  Japanese  style. 

The  stage  was  complete  with  a 
statue  of  Buddha  and  leaves  shaped 
like  fortune  cookies.

Last  year’s  game  was  a  defensive  battle.  BYU 
was  limited  to  only  164  yards  of  offense,  its  lowest 
total  in  10  years. 

This  year  Edwards  hopes  BYU’s  offense  will 
perk  up  and  the  defense  can  do  the  same  job  as  it  did 
last  year  against  highly-touted  Aztec  quarterback 
Todd  Santos. 

Although  Santos,  who  leads  the  nation  in  total 
offense,  has  racked  up  impressive  statistics  against 
other  teams,  he  has  yet  to  throw  for  more  than  200 
yards  against  the  Cougars.  Last  year  he  was  13  of 
28  for  168  yards. 

This  year  Santos  might  have  a  little  added  incen¬ 
tive.  He  lacks  just  211  yards  to  set  a  Division  I-A 
career  passing  record. 

Linebacker  J.C.  VonColln  said  BYU  will  try  to 
pressure  Santos  and  keep  him  unsure  of  what  cov¬ 
erage  he  will  see  on  each  play. 

“Pressuring  the  quarterback  is  the  key,”  Ed¬ 
wards  said. 


Edwards  blames  San  Diego’s  losing  season  on 
injury  problems  and  a  tough  schedule.  They  have 
played  the  likes  of  UCLA,  Oregon,  Wyoming  and 
Stanford  this  year,  losing  to  all  of  them.  They  also 
lost  15  starters  from  last  year’s  team. 

The  Aztecs,  however,  have  won  two  games  in  a 
row,  coming  off  a  29-21  win  at  Hawaii  last  week, 
and  apparently  have  solidified. 

Despite  the  losing  record,  Edwards  is  wary  of 
the  Aztecs.  “They’re  scary  simply  because  of  their 
speed  and  their  ability  to  make  big  plays,”  he  said. 

The^  Cougars  are  in  a  position  now  that  they 
haven’t  found  themselves  in  lately  —  they  are  rela¬ 
tively  injury-free,  not  having  suffered  any  serious 
injuries  in  the  Air  Force  game. 

While  San  Diego  is  out  of  contention  to  win  the 
conference,  BYU  is  still  in  the  thick  of  things.  The 
Cougars  need  to  win  the  rest  of  their  games  and 
have  Wyoming  lose  one  to  at  least  have  a  share  of 
the  crown. 

The  Cowboys,  who  barely  pulled  out  a  20-15  vic¬ 
tory  over  Colorado  St.  last  week,  now  face  four 
WAC  teams  on  the  road:  New  Mexico,  Utah, 
UTEP  and  Hawaii.

Babette  Davidson,  KBYU  program  manager, 
said  the  content  of  the  program  was  not  appropri¬ 
ate  for  the  KBYU  audience  because  it  deals  with 
explicit  sexual  material. 

“We  have  a  very  discriminating  audience  and  we 
are  careful  about  what  we  air  to  meet  the  needs  of 
that  audience,”  she  said. 

Several  commercial  networks  decided  to  not  run 
the  program  because  of  its  contents,  Davidson  said. 

“We  have  been  looking  for  a  tastefully  done  pro¬ 
gram  dealing  with  AIDS,  but  this  is  not  it,”  she 
said. 

Lawyers  for  PBS,  according  to  the  article,  said 
the  use" of  a  banana  for  the  condom  demonstration  is 
not  in  bad  taste. 

Stu  Kandor,  spokesman  for  PBS,  said  the  Inter¬ 
national  Banana  Association  corresponded  with 
PBS  urging  the  network  not  to  air  the  show. 

“There  are  letters  that  the  association  sent  us 
that  hint  (legal  action)  if  we  show  the  program.  It’s 
nothing  definite.  However,  they  reserve  the  right 
to  do  so.” 

Kandor  said  the  producer  decided  to  use  a  banana 
to  inform  the  public  about  the  danger  of  AIDS 


because  “they  could  not  use  the  human  anatomy.” 

Greg  Thompsom,  spokeman  for  Banana  Supply, 
Inc.  of  Florida  said  in  a  telephone  interview,  “It’s 
disgusting  that  they  would  use  a  banana  for  that 
purpose.  Personally,  I  don’t  have  any  use  for  that 
type  of  program.” 

A  White  House  spokesman  said,  “Nobody  has 
called  complaining  about  President  Reagan’s  son 
hosting  the  PBS  program.” 

Charles  Dacarisse,  White  House  spokesman 
said,  “We  haven’t  heard  of  any  comment  by  the 
president  or  any  comments  of  complaint  by  the 
public.” 

The  first  lady’s  press  secretary,  who  handles  all 
family  matters,  would  not  comment  on  the  pro¬ 
gram. 

Spokesmen  for  several  Provo-area  businesses 
said  they  didn’t  believe  sales  were  going  to  be 
affected  by  the  showing  of  the  program,  however, 
the  majority  said  it  was  nothing  wrong  with  using  a 
banana. 

“I  don’t  think  it  will  hurt  the  sales  of  bananas.  I 
don’t  see  anything  wrong  with  the  use  of  a  banana 
in  the  demonstration  to  illustrate  the  use  of  a  con¬ 
dom  to  prevent  AIDS,”  said  Neil  Daybell,  man¬ 
ager  for  a  food  store  in  Provo.

LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  —  Although 
more  than  two-thirds  of  Americans 
call  the  federal  deficit  a  serious  prob¬ 
lem,  64  percent  do  not  want  their 
taxes  raised  to  reduce  it,  according  to 
a  Los  Angeles  Times  Poll  released 
today. 

Even  fewer  Americans  are  willing 
to  accept  cuts  in  defense  or  domestic 
spending,  the  nationwide  survey  of 
2,463  adults  conducted  last  Thursday 
through  Monday  found. 

On  the  political  front,  the  poll 


showed  Jesse  Jackson  leading  his 
nearest  Democratic  rival,  Massachu¬ 
setts  Gov.  Michael  Dukakis,  20  per¬ 
cent  to  13  percent  in  the  campaign  for 
the  1988  Democratic  presidential 
nomination. 

On  the  Republican  side,  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  George  Bush  earned  47  percent 
and  his  nearest  rival,  Sen.  Bob  Dole  of 
Kansas,  22  percent. 

The  poll  has  a  margin  of  error  of  3 
percent  in  either  direction,  the  news¬ 
paper  reported.

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IV  therapy  allows  healing  at  home 

Recovering  patients  administer  medication  to  themselves

Patients  not  sick  enough  to  stay  in 
the  hospital  but  who  still  need  medi¬ 
cation  or  nourishment  intravenously, 
have  an  opportunity  to  use  a  home 
intravenous  system. 

According  to  Stephanie  Smith,  di¬ 
rector  of  Home  IV  Therapy  at  Utah 
Valley  Regional  Medical  Center,  the 
program  is  a  “real  advantage  to  the 
patient.” 

The  patients  heal  faster  at  home, 
she  said,  because  they  are  not  ex¬ 
posed  to  other  patients  where  they 
could  pick  up  other  infections. 

The  Home  IV  Therapy  program 
was  “pioneered”  at  the  Cottonwood 
Hospital  and  was  started  in  January 
1984  at  UVRMC,  Smith  said. 

In  the  past  four  years,  the  program 
has  grown  substantially,  she  added. 

According  to  a  news  release,  a  per¬ 
son  needs  a  written  order  from  his 
physician  for  the  therapy  and  is  in¬ 
structed  at  the  hospital  as  to  what  will 
be  involved. 

“A  nurse  teaches  the  patient  how  to 
plug  into  the  IV  at  the  hospital  and 
after  the  patient  is  sent  home,  a  fol¬ 
low-up  visit  is  made  to  make  sure  he 
or  she  knows  how  to  use  the  IV  prop¬ 
erly,”  Smith  said. 

There  is  always  help  available  24 
hours  a  day  if  a  question  or  crisis 
arises,  according  to  a  news  release.

giving  himself  the  IV,  he  is  not  forced 
into  it.  However,  the  patient  can  still 
be  a  participant  in  the  program.  A 
nurse  can  be  sent  out  to  administer 
the  IV. 

The  Home  IV  Therapy  cost  de¬ 
pends  on  the  type  of  treatment  a  pa¬ 
tient  needs,  such  as  antibiotics, 
chemotherapy  or  pain  medication, 
said  Smith. 

Also  the  “cost  depends  on  how  of¬ 


ten  the  use  of  a  nurse  is  needed,”  said 
Smith.  A  person  saves  on  the  charge 
of  the  room  at  the  hospital,  which  is  as 
much  as  $300  per  day,  according  to 
Smith. 

“Most  patients  enjoy  not  being  in 
the  hospital,”  said  Smith. 

Home  IV  Therapy  allows  a  patient 
the  comfort  of  home  and  staying  with 
the  family,  Smith  said. 

People,  such  as  truck  drivers,  busi¬ 


nessmen  flying  coast  to  coast  and 
recreational  campers,  benefit  from 
being  outside  of  the  hospital,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Smith. 

One  patient  used  her  lunch  hour  for 
medication  time. 

Although  the  program  helps  many 
people,  it  may  “not  be  for  everyone,” 
Smith  said.  Some  people  may  be  too 
sick  or  there  may  be  other  complica¬ 
tions. 


For  the  past  three  years  a  Califor¬ 
nia  man  has  been  getting  groups  like 
The  Bangles,  Oingo  Boingo,  Robert 
Palmer  and  REO  Speedwagon  where 
they’re  going. 

Ed  Bennett  sees  the  music  industry 
from  a  different  angle  than  most  peo¬ 
ple  —  from  behind  the  wheel  of  a  bus. 
Bennett  is  a  driver  for  Road  House,  a 
Texas  company  that  rents  luxury 
touring  buses  to  bands. 

According  to  Bennett,  the  famous 
people  he  drives  for  treat  him  more 
like  family  than  an  employee.  “You’re 
included  in  everything,”  said  Ben¬ 
nett.  Davy  Jones,  a  member  of  The 
Monkees,  has  asked  Bennett  to  be 
godfather  to  his  youngest  daughter. 

Bennett  said  the  bands  he  drives 
for  are  normal  people.  “No  one  has 
ever  been  abusive  to  me,  but  I  have 
their  life  in  my  hands  when  I  drive,” 
he  said. 

Bennett  worked  as  a  bus  mechanic 
for  20  years  before  he  began  driving 
for  Road  House.  He  owns  a  house  in 
Sacramento,  Calif.,  and  rents  an 
apartment  in  Texas,  but  considers 
any  hotel  room  home. 

“I’m  on  the  road  as  much  as  possi¬ 
ble,”  said  Bennett.  But  his  life  is  “as 
normal  as  you  have  on  the  road.” 

While  the  bands  perform,  Bennett 
“takes  a  lot  of  pictures.  I  don’t  sight¬ 
see  as  much  as  I  would  like,  though,” 
said  Bennett.  “I  meet  a  lot  of  people 
—  that’s  the  best  part  of  the  job.” 

According  to  Bennett,  he  meets 
some  of  his  best  friends  in  the  bands 
or  when  people  walk  up  and  start  talk¬ 
ing  to  him  because  he’s  driving  for  the 
group.  “They’re  all  female.” 

Bennett  says  he  will  retire  when 
“I’m  too  old  to  drive  anymore.”  He 
hopes  to  move  to  Nashville,  Tenn., 
when  he  retires  and  drive  for  a  local 
entertainer.  He  says  if  he  could  drive 
for  anyone  it  would  be  Dolly  Parton  or 
The  Monkees. 

Bennett  is  currently  driving  for 
REO  Speedwagon,  which  he  said  is 
“one  of  the  cleanest  bunches  I’ve  had 
in  a  long  time.” 

Bennett,  a  country  music  fan,  says 
he  rarely  even  goes  to  the  concerts  he 
drives  for.  “If  they  came  to  my  town  I 
wouldn’t  go  see  them,”  he  said.  “Some 
of  it  doesn’t  sound  like  music  to  me.” 

Bennett  said  drug  use  in  the  music 
industry  is  not  as  widespread  as  the 
media  portrays.  “These  people  are 
professionals,”  and  they  would  not 
risk  their  performance  by  using 
drugs,  he  said. 

“They  party  after  the  shows,  but 
they’re  not  on  anything  that  I’m 
aware  of.” 

The  mural-covered  bus  Bennett 
drives  is  worth  $250,000,  has  12  beds, 
a  television,  two  stereos,  two  video 
recorders  and  a  microwave  oven.  The 
bands  rent  the  bus  for  $300  to  $350  a 
day  plus  the  driver’s  wages  and  ex-
